—The Freeman's 
Journal states that the Irish Land bill 
which Mr. Gla:’stone will propose does 
not involve either the compulsory par- 
chase or advance of any specified sum 
from the Imperial Treasury. What the 
measure will enact will be the right of 
any owner of land in Ireland to claim 
from the Government of Lreland, after | mar 
Home Rule has been granted, th: 
privilege of being bought ont 
at a sam regulated bylaw. This sum 
will be arrived at by multiplying the 
amount of rent by a term of years to be 
agreed upon by Parliament. In all 
cases whore owners put in such claims 
to be brought oat, the Imperial Ex- 
chequer is to provide the purchase 
money. The Irish government is to 
uarantee repayment and is to attend 

the busineswof reimbursing the em. 
pire for all these outlays, by disposing 
of the purchased lands to occupants and 
collecting in the shape of pay- 
ments therefor such rents as will 
cover the whole sum back in forty-nine 
years.
